Darwin used these in 1872 
trying to explain origin 
of emotional expressions 


In 1872, a few years after the publication of 
his earth-shaking Origin of Species, Charles 
Darwin wrote another book called Expression 
of the Emotions which discussed the evolution 
of man’s emotional expressions. Because of 
the fame of Origin the first edition sold out on 
the day of publication. But a second printing 
was never disposed of during his lifetime, and 
the world now knows little of the book. Its 
chief interest today lies in its weirdly comic 
illustrations, printed in the book through an 
early form of photoengrav 

For his study of expressions and the emo- 
tions which lay beneath them, Darwin used 
pictures of g 1g people, made during the 
early decades of photography. Searching for 
basic emotional traits in contemporary man, he 
also studied infants (and was falsely accused of 
sticking pins into them), the insane and reports 
about primitive tribesmen around the world. 
Most of our facial expressions, Darwin con- 
cluded, have evolved throughout the ages from 
muscular movements which once served spe- 
cific organic purposes. “Some expressions,” he 
even decided, “such as the uncovering of the 
teeth under furious rage can hardly be under- 
stood except on the belief that man once exist- 
ed ina much lower and animal-like condition.” 
For many years Darwin's theory held the at- 
tention of scientists, but his extreme emphasis 
on inherited emotional characteristics is now 
generally discredited by modern psychology.

EDITORIALS 


Ernst Reuter, the indomitable Lord Mayor of West Berlin, 
will shortly arrive in this country to help the International 
Rescue Committee raise $1 million for the refugees from 
Communist East Germany who have been pouring into his 
city at the rate of about 1,500 a day. 

Fearing that luggage will give them away to the Commu- 
nist police, most refugees arrive in West Berlin with no more 
than the clothes they are wearing. This is particularly hard on 
the small children among them, and a good part of the LR.C.’s 
relief fund will be spent on milk and diapers. Adults also 
need minimum decencies. Last week a baker arrived from E: 
Berlin barefoot and clad in his nightshirt: when the police 
had come for him in the night, he had dived through his bed- 
room window and started running. 

Anti-Semitism is just one of the ways the Reds have been 
stepping up terror in East Germany. No less than 16,000 refu- 
gees are able-bodied farmers who met their last quotas only 
by selling seed corn and slaughtering calves and are now flee- 
ing retribution and a prospective famine. To stop this loss of 
manpower, East German Reds are erecting barbed wire and 
making other preparations to seal off East Berlin from East 
Germany, or from West Berlin, or both. 

West Berlin's very existence. an island of freedom deep in 
the slave world, is a standing affront to Soviet policy. During 
the blockade of 1948-49 the Russians confidently expected 
to starve it into submission. In showing that integrity and 
fearlessness could defeat Russian brute force Reuter and his 
West Berliners set an example for the whole free world. He 
was even impudent about it. “The Soviets s 
home.’ Why don’t we all start sa 
said, Reuter and his West Berliners are still grimly prepared 
for any eventuality. If cut off from the West, they have 
enough food and fuel for a year. Last week they were enor- 
mously bucked up by the first statement of the new U.S. High 
Commissioner, James Conant, who said that the U. is deter- 
mined to keep open the lines of communication with Berlin.” 

If Reuter’s aid-for-refugees drive is a suceess, he will have 
won a reprieve from the ugliest of his current problems. But 
are these reprieves enough? Once the traffic hub of Germany 
and the continent's largest city, Berlin has been on relief ever

since the end of the war. All its food and raw materials must 
come from the West; its enormous trade deficit is a steady 
economic drain on West Germany. What Berliners need is to 
see a chance of self-support. 

Such a chance has just been described in a plan prepared 
for the Bonn government by some American regional develop- 
ment consultants (headed by Richardson Wood and Co.) It 
envisions the virtual absorption of Berlin’s trade deficit and 
50.000 unemployed. Berlin still has a lot of the best manu- 
facturing brains and labor in Europe. This could be the core 
of a major industrial expansion, if new capital and new mar- 
kets can be found. 

The Wood plan recommends a mixed public-private source 
of risk capital, instead of typical government loans for which 
industry hasn't the collateral. This is similar to a scheme al- 
ready worked out by the World Bank. This risk money would 
be channeled into making consumer products for West Ger- 
many (to supplement the heavy-machinery exports which are 
Berlin's specialty now). The theory is that American mass- 
marketing methods—standardized product, big volume, low 
unit profit—have here a unique chance to prove that they 
will work in Europe too. Refrigerators, vacuum cleaners and 
a host of other products are now out of reach of the average 
German vocketbook, but they needn't be. The West German 
market (let alone the West European) can support more mass 
production. Berlin businessmen are smart enough, and may 
be desperate enough, to try this quite un-European approach. 
The Wood plan also urges more and cheaper air transport. 
As it had to if there was to be any plan, it assumes no war and 
no westward blockade. On that assumption Berlin has a fu- 
ture, maybe a brilliant one. It would be poetic, and not at all 
impossible, if the West’s No. 1 showcase within the Soviet 
world should also become an economic showcase for the un- 
democratic economies of Western Europe. 

Ber economic future and Mayor Reuter’s refugees are 
two different problems. The refugees deserve help now for 
reasons of human decency and political common sense. But it 
is good to know that in backing up our “unshaken outpost,” 
as Conant calls it, we can have something more than a per- 
manent poorhouse on our hands.

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As is well-known, whenever two Europeans get together a 
new political party is formed. But in this country every time 
a few citizens meet a new law is proposed. The only recorded 
exception to our national there-ought-to-be-a-law disease was 
Bruce Barton’s campaign for Congress on a promise to repeal 
alaw every week.

> Prevent women from wrestling (Massachuset

from its bottom to the surface”—i.e. you have to fill it be- 
fore you can dig it, don’t ask us why. (Oregon); and 
> Make it illegal to give a kitten to a child without the par- 
ents’ consent (California). 

Before going any further with such nonsense the legisla- 
tors might take a look at some of the whoppers already on

their statute books. It’s illegal to dance in the dark or sell 
candy cigarets in North Dakota, or to cool your feet by hang- 
ing them out of a car window in Massachusetts, or to give 
away a cigaret in Hlinois; there’s a special fine for using pro- 
fanity within the hearing of a sheriff in Maryland. All of 
which seems to vindicate the judgment of the late President 
A. Lawrence Lowell of Harvard in his citation of Scientist 
William Morton Wheeler: 

“Profound student of the social life of insects, who has 
shown that they also can maintain complex communities 
without the use of reason.” 

On the other hand, if these legislatures have to be butting 
into all aspects of our lives like this. why don’t they consider 
some laws that are really needed? For example: one before 
the New York State legislature right now which would make 
it just as illegal for motorists to creep as to speed along main 
highways. “Creepers” are a menace to life and limb, anti- 
social misfits living in the horse-and-buggy age with a hun- 
dred or so horsepower under the hood a few inches before 
their noses, the jerks. There ought to be a law!

On the tariff front 


To give America’s friends “a fair crack at the 
American market” and promote freer trade, 
Henry Ford II called for the earliest possible 
elimination of all tariffs, those on foreign au- 
tomobiles included. His own company, he de- 
clared, would be pleased to meet foreign com- 
petition in the market place rather than in the 
halls of the tariff commi Acting for the 
first time on a tariff matter, President Eisen- 
hower rejected for the time being a tariff com- 
mission recommendation and decided not to 
raise the duties on briar pipes. The whole U.S. 
briar pipe industry employs only about 1,600 
people, but the President's action was consid- 
ered important, a possible key to the new Ad- 
ministration’s attitude toward foreign trade.

SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR 


DOUGLAS McKAY 


A LITTLE-KNOWN WESTERNER BECOMES THE NATION’S BIGGEST LANDLORD 


Like any landlord Douglas McKay has problems. And his share is consid- 
erably more impressive than most, for as new Secretary of the Interior 
the former governor of Oregon is the President's real estate manager for 
272 million U.S. acres—federal grazing lands, woods, deserts and parks. 
All told, this is 16% of the total land in the U.S. and there is hardly an 
area or function of the department not involved in critical controversy. 
Currently water, power and offshore oil reserves are the most critical. 

Little known outside Oregon before he was tapped to be the depart- 
ment’s 35th Secretary, McKay came to his massive new assignment with 
a native knowledge of the West, where much of Interior’s interests lie, 


and an inbred resistance to waste. McKay's grandfather was a Scot who 
in 1841, eight years before the Department of the Interior was established, 
made the long overland trek to the Oregon territory. Douglas McKay was 
born in Salem in 1893, went to agricultural college, was wounded in the 
Argonne campaign in World War I. He became head of a large Chevrolet- 
Cadillac agency, was elected mayor of Salem and state senator. In 1948 he 
was elected governor, an office in which he proved a top-notch administra- 
tor and compromiser if not an innovator. McKay feels about most govern- 
mental matters much as he does about power: “Private enterprise and 
public ownership can work hand in hand. I want each to get a fair break.”

Few people like bats and when they see them 
in the twilight of the day, with outstretched 
wings silhouetted eerily against the sky, the 
usual reaction is one of fear or horror. But the 
Chinese welcome bats into their homes and 
look upon them as happy symbols of luck and 
good times. 

Many of the superstitions about bats have 
come from the fact that they like to live in 
ghostly places like deep caves and old deserted 
buildings, More than eight million bats inhabit 
one cave near New Braunfels, Texas, clinging 
to the limestone for a quarter of a mile under- 
ground. They sleep in the cave all day and 
when they emerge at dusk to hunt for food 
there are so many of them that it takes three 
hours for them all to come out, Lire’s Photo 
rapher Andreas Feininger stood a few feet 
side the cave to take the picture at the right.

But if one of the tykes happens to fall on the 
floor in her absence, it is out of luck, for the mother will probably aban- 
don it, either because she cannot pick up the baby or doe ngnize it.

Did he have deal with Truman? Should

Adlai Stevenson, who received the largest vote of any defeated presidential 
nominee in U.S. history, also received thousands of letters and telegrams 
asking searching questions about his campaign. Now, in his first post-elec- 
tion article, he gives his answers, together with his appraisal of the cam- 
paign and a summation of his political philosophy. This document will be 
incorporated in the introduction to Major Campaign Speeches of Adlai E, 
Stevenson, 1952, to be published by Random House next month ($3.50), 


SUPPOSE we have contrived few more exacting ordeals than a 

presidential campaign. You must emerge, bright and bubbling 

with wisdom and well-being, every morning at 8 o'clock, just in 
time for a charming and profound breakfast talk, shake hands with 
hundreds, often literally thousands, of people, make several inspir- 
ing, “newsworthy” speeches during the day, confer with leaders along 
the way and staff all the time, write at every chance, think if possible, 
read mail, newspapers, talk on the telephone, talk to everybody, dic- 
tate, receive delegations, eat, with decorum—and discretion!—and 
ride through city after city on the back of an open car, smiling until 
your mouth is dehydrated by the wind, waving until the blood runs 
out of your arm, and then bounce gaily, confidently, masterfully into 
great howling halls, shaved and all made up for television with the 
right color shirt and tie—I always forgot—and a manuscript so de- 
faced with chicken tracks and last-minute jottings that you could not 
follow it, even if the spotlights weren’t blinding and even if the still 
photographers did not shoot you in the eye every time you looked at 
them. (I have often wondered what happened to all those pictures.) 
Then all you have to do is make a great, imperishable speech, get out 
through the pressing crowds with a few score autographs, your clothes 
intact, your hands bruised, and back to the hotel—in time to see a 
few important people.

mouthings so you can get something to the stenographers, so they’can 
get something to the mimeograph machines, so they can get some- 
thing to the reporters, so they can get something to their papers by 
deadline time.

The next day is the same. 

But I gained weight on it. Somehow the people sustain you, the 
people and a constant, sobering reminder that you are asking them 
to entrust to you the most awesome responsibility on earth. Tt was a 
glorious, heart-filling, head-filling odyssey for which I shall be forever 
grateful to my party, to my staff and to my fellow Americans. Their 
faces are a friendly, smiling sea of memory stretching from coast to 
coast. Bitter, ugly, false things were said and written during the 
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he have pledged Korea trip? Was he too high-brow 


campaign, I know, but not by those people. Millions of them believed 
in me and in my party and voted for Senator Sparkman and me. Thou- 
sands even wrote gracious, flattering letters, after the election, ex- 
plaining why they did not vote for me. They seemed to feel they owed 
me an explanation, I was touched and flattered, but I confess the 
thought occurred to me now and then that a little “X”” in the right 
place on the ballot would have been so much easier than a long, 
thoughtful letter! 

‘There was mirth mingled with the misery all along the way. They 
shouted, “Good old Ad-lie!” If you run for office and have a slightly 
unusual name, let me advise you either to change it before you start, 
or be prepared to take other people’s word for it. And I shall not soon 
forget about the woman in the crowd in San Francisco who reached 
into the car to shake hands with me, and not long after discovered 
that she had lost her diamond ring. Nor will I forget the warm wel- 
come I received on a whistlestop in Bethlehem and my thanks to “the 
people of Allentown.” My only hope is that they forget it! Again, out 
West, I warmly endorsed the impressive chairman of a meeting as a 
candidate for Congress, only to discover that he was not running for 
Congress or anything else. 

Why was I defeated? Do I regret the kind of campaign I tried to 
conduct? Why was I the Democratic candidate? What is my political 
philosophy? Why am I a Democrat? What is the future of the Demo- 
cratic party? All'these and many other questions I have been asked. 

Tam a Democrat because I believe that the Democratic party has 
been faithful to the people as a whole, and to the root concept of equal 
rights for all and special privileges for none. And I believe that over its 
long history the Democratic party has been much more alert and 
adaptable to our needs, be they defenses against economic misfortune 
or the realities of the uneasy world about us. I believe that properly 
informed, continuously and accurately informed, the people will know 
best in the long run, better than any one of us or any group of u 
better than Alexander Hamilton’s “wealthy and the well-born” or 
Karl Marx’s “proletariat.” 

The Democratic party has survived the Federalists, the Whigs and 
all manner of less enduring parties because by and large it has clung to 
the broad concept of a people's party. I hope it will not become just a 
labor party, or a farmer's party, or a minorities party, or a small busi- 
ness party, or reflect predominantly the views and economic interest 
of any group in our society. When it does, it will fail in its historic 
mission as a means to an end—as a mechanism for the expression of 
general opinion and for the development of public policy for the at- 
tainment of the basic program of a truly democratic society—the 
always imperfect but ever-expanding well-being and freedom of all 
the people. 

T have been asked why I went into polities. To answer this question 
I must go back to the fall of 1943, when I headed an economic mis- 
sion to see what should and could be done about devastated, hungry,

confused Italy behind the Allied armies, then painfully fighting their 
way up the peninsula. 

I think it was in Naples on a wet, cold night in that ugly winter 
that I naively asked Ernie Pyle if the Gls up at the front were much 
interested in the soldier-vote legislation I had just been working on in 
Washington as assistant to Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox. Ernie. 
looked at me incredulously. “No,” he said, “I don’t think so, but I 
can tell you what they are thinking about. They're thinking about a 
dry spot where they can place their bottoms and wring out their 
socks.” Later I went up there in the blood and mud of the Liri Valley 
and saw for myself, He was right. 

Somewhere, there in Italy, I think, I read about a public-opinion 
poll which reported that some seven out of 10 American parents dis. 
approved their sons’ going into politics or public service, or some- 
thing like that. From what I had already seen of the war at home, in 
the Pacific, in the Mediterranean and from what I was still to see in 
Europe, I have often thought of that little morsel of news: fight, suf- 
fer, die, squander our substance, yes; but work in peacetime for things 
we die for in war, no! There seemed to me something curiously incon- 
sistent about the glorious, eager, uncomplaining sacrifices of war for 
the security of our homeland and its cherished institutions and the ac- 
tive distaste of so many respectable people for peacetime participation 
in the polities and service of that homeland and its institutions. Die 
for them—yes; work for them—no. Small wonder, I thought, that our 
“politics” is no better, and great wonder that it is as good as it is. 

A year later, in the autumn of 1944, I was in England and along the 
Wesiern Front in France and Belgium on an Air Force job. Standing 
one day—wet and cold—in Eschweiler, a battered little German town 
near the Ruhr River, I thought of Italy, just a year before, wet, 
cold and bloody too; of the South Pacific the year before that, hot,

steaming and bloody; of North Africa, West Africa, the Caribbean, 
and all the places I had been, all the things I had seen, like the sol- 
diers there in Eschweiler, moving up to the lines, and the ambu- 
lances moving back. I thought of the ghastly burns I had seen long 
before on those “Pearl Harbor boys” in the rows of white beds in 
California. I thought, too, of how the desperately wounded little 
Japanese prisoners had struggled to sit up and bow in a stinking, 
suffocating hospital hut in a cocoanut grove on the other side of 
the war-wrenched globe. 

Was this the everlasting destiny of man, indicted for his stu- 
pidity and sin, convicted, sentenced forever to kill or be kille 
No, it would end soon. “The weather is too bad for tactical flying,” 
the officer was saying, “but the Eighth Air Force will be over tonight 
to flatten some more of Berlin, I suppose.” And beyond, I thought, 
was the Russian juggernaut pounding, grinding toward us; the 
noose was tightening—yes, it would be over soon; and then we 
must start on something better; pick up where Wilson left off, with 
a broken heart and a broken body, and push on to end this bloody 
business before it ends us all. What was it Wilson said in his sor- 
row with the prescience of revelation? “I can predict with absolute 
certainty that within another generation there will be another

Following the San 
Francisco Conference I was chief of our delegation to the Prepara- 
tory Commission of the U.N. in London, It was the most exciting, 
interesting and in many ways the most important interval of my 
After more than three years of preoccupation with war, the 
satisfaction of having a part in the organized search for the con- 
ditions and mechanics of peace completed my circle. 

I went back to Chicago, my family and law firm, in March 1946. 
President Truman asked me to serve on our delegation to the 
United Nations that fall and I spent three more sleepless months 
ad the Canaral Atienilly tn New Work, Herappotntedme-agetel in 
and for another three months I worked with our delegation 
in New York, an interval which confirmed with finality misgivings 
I sorrowfully expressed early in 1946 about Russian intentions, 

In December 1947 some of the Democratic leaders asked me to 
run for governor. This was a new departure. I had never run for 
office, had never wanted any, had never been active in city or state 

ities and knew almost none of the party leaders in Chicago or 
te. Moreover, 1948 did not look like a very good year for 
Democrats anywhere, let alone in Ilinois, where only three had 
been elected governor in 90 years. But I accepted. Why? I don’t 
know exactly; perhaps it was Father and Grandfather Stevenson 
and Great-Grandfather Fell who had all served Illinois; perhaps it 
was res

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years of war and peace; perhaps it was the encouragement of some 
determined friends... and perhaps the public-opinion poll I 
saw in Italy had something to do with it. 

Anyway, I did it. I worked at it day and night, from January to 
November, and was elected by the largest majority in the state's 
history. There followed four years of toil in Springfield, more re- 
warding and satisfying than I had dreamed possible. The governor- 
ship of a great state is an education in politics, people and public 
administration that has few counterparts in American public life. 
And there I quickly discovered that in a political job there are 
usually two ways to do things: the politically expedient way or the 
right way. Sometimes they do not coincide but in the long run the 


How did I happen to be nominated for president when I did not 
seek the nomination and did not want it? In late December 1951, 
I decided after long reflection on the trials and hazards, the 
changes and chances of political life, to run for governor again. 
Very shortly articles began to appear about me as a Democratic 
presidential possibility, seldom taking any note of the fact that 
even if I wanted the nomination I was already committed to run 
for governor. 

All winter and spring people were coming to Springfield and t 
phoning from all over the country—newspapermen, columnii 
comnen Oe political leaders, friends, leaders of o1 izati 

, ete. The mail became a real burden. First it was exhortation to 
announce my candidacy and enter primaries—"fight for the nomi- 
nation.” To all, my explanation was the same: I was a candidate 
for governor of Illinois. 

Later the pressure changed. It was no longer “Will you be a 
candidate for the nomina but “Will you accept the nomi- 
nation if tendered to you is was more difficult. If I said “Yes,” 
publicly or covertly, it would start the draft movement in earnest: 
If I said “No, under no circumstances,” how would it reconcile 
with all my preaching about public service and pol How 
could I foretell then, long before the convention, what manner 
of deadlock and bitterness might develop to the lasting damage of 
my party? And, finally, could anyone in good health and already 
in public life refuse the greatest honor and greatest responsibility 
in our political system? So I concluded to keep still and say noth- 
ing more to anyone, contenting myself with confidence that no 
one could in fact be drafted by a modern convention against his 
often expressed wish. 


Taft, yes: enhower, no? 


. this time, from January to July, I read stories speculating 
that I wanted to run if Senator Taft was nominated by the 
Republicans, but not against General Eisenhower; that Iwas 
being coy and playing hard to get; that I had promised President 
Truman to ra if he did not, ete., ete. And only occasionally did 
I see anything ‘ing that i meant what I d and that 
another term as gov ernor of Illinois really was the full measure 
of my ambition. 

Before the convention opened I asked a caucus of the Illinois 
delegation not to nominate me and not to vote for me if nom- 
inated. At the opening of the convention, I made a welcoming 
speech as governor of the host state. Something of a demonstr: 
tion followed; so, after one more appearance in the hall, I staye¢ 
away on the other side of the city. Hearing that Archibald Alex- 
ander, candidate for senator in New Jersey, or Governor Schricker 
of Indiana might nominate me, I called them both by phone 
and asked them not to. Alexander agreed, but my esteemed friend 
Governor Schricker rebelled—and a very good nominating speech 
he made, too! 

Contrary to the impression of some, I had no understand- 
ing whatever with President Truman at any time that I was 
available. To set at rest still another rumor, I think my friend, 
Colonel Arvey. the national committeeman from Illinois, would 
testify that during those six months I repeatedly urged him to 
do nothing in my ‘behalf and repeatedly he assured me he neither 
had nor would. 

In the circumstances that I have here attempted hastily to 
sketch I was nominated and accepted the nomination, at about 
three o'clock on the morning of July 26. And I was delighted with 
the selection of a very uncommon American, Senator John Spark- 
man of Alabama, as my running mate. 

The delegates went home, most of them, I suspect, a little be- 
wildered about the unknown, reluctant dragon they had just nom- 
inated. I went to Springfield, there to contemplate the wreckage 
of my hopes to run for governor and the problems of a highly 
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‘ort as he accepts nomination, In this article Steve 
son reveals he had never told Truman he was available,

inexperienced candidate for the presidency. I had limited political 
acquaintance, no manager, no staff, little money in the till, little 
press support, And I was running against General Eisenhower, a 
national hero for 10 years, and the inevitable irritations and ac- 
cumulated anxieties of 20 years of government in a time of pro- 
found changes—irritations and anxieties which had been vigor- 
ously, if not objectively, cultivated for a long time by Republican 
orators and most of the press. And the best polls we had indicated 
that, as of that time, we had about 30% of the popular vote. 

But the Republican party was badly split and the election was 
three months off. Like Dr. Johnson, I saw no point in expressing 
aconsternation I did not feel for a calamity that had not occurred. 
And I had other assets, too: the great Democratic party, the social 
revolution it had wrought, and the warm and sincere encourage- 
ment and loyalty of all the disappointed contenders for the nomi- 
nation. There was still another asset, little noted in newspapers, 
which meant’a great deal to me—I had literally no obligations 
to anyone, 

I suppose, like the unsought and unwanted nomination itself, 
t 3 something new in our political history. Nor, let me add, 
did anyone ever ask anything of me in exchange for support or 
money, which I daresay is also something unique in presidential 

igns. 
omeluded to organize and run at least my part of the cam- 
paign my own way. I set about the business of what I was going to 
say and left to the others the decisions as to where and when I 
would say it. 

For years I have listened to the nauseous nonsense, the pie-in- 
the-sky appeals to cupidity and greed, the cynical trifling with 
passion and prejudice and fear; the slander, fraudulent promises, 
and the all-things-to-all-men demagoguery that are too much a 
part of our political campaigns. Sometimes in the deafening clam- 
or of political salesmanship, I have thought that the people might 
be better served if a party purchased a half hour of radio and TV 
silence during which the people would be asked to think quietly 
for themselves. 

Politicians all applaud and support public education as demoe- 
racy’s great monument and cornerstone, but does the politician, 
the agent and spokesman of democracy, have no responsibility 
for public education? Democracy, government by the consent of 
the governed, is the most difficult system of all because it depends 
for its success and viability on the good judgments and decisions 
of so many of us. But judgment and decision depend on informa- 
tion and understanding. In matters of public policy, candidates 
then have the greatest responsibility of all to inform truthfully so 
that the people will understand and will have the tools of good 
judgment and wise decision. 

One can argue, indeed, that candidates claiming the people’s 
confidence have even a higher mission: honestly to help man to 
know, as St. Thomas Aquinas said, what he ought to believe; to 
know what he ought to desire; to know what he ought to do. 

Believing utterly in democracy and the collective reason of prop- 
erly informed people, I have always thought that political cam- 
paigns for offices of great responsibility are both an opportunity 
and an obligation to talk sensibly and truthfully about public 
questions and their full impli 
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STEVENSON continueo 


I felt that the danger, not only to the Democratic party politi- 
cally, but to the country in this national campaign was that it 
would follow the preconvention line and turn largely on Korea, 
corruption, Communi in government, etc., which were not 
really controversial issues between the two candidates at all. No 
one was running on a pro-corruption ticket or in favor of treach- 
ery. Everyone wanted to arrest inflation, reduce the cost of living 
and end the stalemate in Korea as quickly as possible. These were 
all questions of men and methods for dealing with them, not of 
objectives or good intentions. But of basic and fundamental im- 
portance in the campaign was that we Americans who were des- 
tined to lead, whether we liked it or not, must face stern decisions 
at home and the brutal facts of a world half slave, half free, a world 
besieged from the East for the first time since the Turks were 
turned back at the gates of Vienna, a world in which two-thirds of 
the people were hungry and half could neither read nor write—a 
world, in short, in which tolerance, understanding and peace were 
not to be had easily, quickly or cheaply. 

For these reasons, I said in accepting the nomination that I 
viewed thi mpaign not as a crusade to exterminate the oppo- 
sition, “but as a great opportunity to educate and elevate a people 
whose destiny is leadership, not alone of a rich, prosperous, con- 
tented country, but of a world in ferment.” And because you can- 
not banish the evils of society by banishing reason or waving 
wands, I also said in that speech, “Let's talk sense to the Ameri- 
can people. Let's tell them the truth. . . . Better we lose the elec 
tion than mislead the people.” 

I tried to do that during the campaign, with, I fear, indifferent 
success. As the battle of words progressed, I felt more and more 
that people cared little about the issues and party records, about 
precise definition of positions. They were weary of conflict, im- 
patient and eager for repose. While discouraging, it was not sur- 
prising. Having said my piece with some precision on the prob- 
ems of our country, I tried to stir deeper waters and talked more 
and more philosophically about faith and fear, and about the 
mighty and wondrous powers for good of free and independent 
thinking Americ: 


A good rule for timid politicians 


F my early assumption that some reasoned and precise debate 

would develop amistake, I made some other miscalculations 
too. I had not anticipated that responsible Republican spokesmen, 
not including General Eisenhower, would trumpet plain falsehoods 
about my administration in Illinois. Nor had I assumed that many 
Republican leaders, not including General Eisenhower, would 
impugn my loyalty and good “judgment” because I told the simple 
truth—that the reputation of Alger Hiss was good when I knew 
him. Truth is not a matter of judgment in such a situation. “Thou 
shalt not bear false witn is still the law of God and man, I hope. 
And thou shalt not be afraid to bear true witness is, I think, a good 
rule for all of us, including timid politicians. I withheld any com- 
ment about the relations of Mr. Dulles, now Secretary of State, 
and General nhower himself with Hiss as long as I felt I 
could, until Oct and I wish I had not felt obliged to mention 
such irrelevancies at all. 

I had assumed that our unhappy situation in Korea would not 
bea politically fruitful tree to shake in view of my adversary’s past 
utterances. In early August I decided, if elected, to make a quick 
journey to Japan, Korea and India “to see for myself,” meet the 
people with whom I would have to deal, and to give the best possi- 
ble evidence of our profound concern for the Orient. We kept the 
plan secret, fearful that it might be construed as just a political 
gesture. This may have been a mistake, and while I cannot approve 
the General’s speech about going to Korea and the implication of 
early settlement or the misleading use that was made of it, I think 
he did the right thing to go out there and that we will all benefit 
from his first-hand information. I only wish that time and cir- 
cumstances had permitted him to travel farther. 

Did I talk over the people’s heads? No—and that's about the 
only aspect of the campaign I am sure of! What's more, I doubt 
if I could have talked over people’s heads even if I had foolishly 
wanted to. As Franklin P. Adams said, “The average man is a great 
deal above the average.” 

Many imponderable factors were involved, like “time for a 
change,” Korea and General Eisenhower's great popularity, but it 
is safe to say that many people voted for the Democratic candi- 
dates not because we held out any comforting hope of early tax 
reduction, an end to the war, peace on earth and easy solutions for

We live in a time for greatness and greatness cannot be meas- 
ured alone by the yardsticks of resources, know-how and pro- 
duction. 

There are moral dimensions too. It is the urgent duty of a po- 
litical leader to lead, to touch if he can the potentials of reason, 
decency and humanism in man, and not only the strivings that 
are easier to mobilize. 

The challenge of our faith and time “is the insensate worship 
of matter” organized in a vast international conspiracy. But the 
goal of life is more than material advance; it is now, and through 
all eternity, the triumph of spirit over matter, of love and liberty 
over force and violence. 

In a world where masses of people at all levels of degradation 
and elevation are going to decide their own destiny more and 
more, in a world where words like “freedom” and “justice” are 

to many, we are struggling to meet grievous assault by 
better satisfying the basic material needs of man. But we shall 
master the assault only by better satisfying the basic spiritual 
needs of man. 

‘These are hungers too, and we alone, we who are free to follow 
the great teachers, free to believe and free to speak, are the only 
ones who can. Communism knows no God and cannot satisfy the 
hungry heart. 

‘To find the true balance between security and freedom, between 
initiative and anarchy, between tolerance and conformity, to or- 
ganize vast patience and understanding for the peaceful resolution 
of our conflicts, to communicate the material and spiritual goals 
of life by the example of a superior system of self-management 
and self-discipline, these are the tasks of democratic statesman- 
ship in our tense times. And these are tasks for adults, not chil- 
dren, for reason not emotion, for faith not fear. 

[ have no regrets about lec the election, except for the dis- 
appointment of so many dedicated supporters who share my hope 
of revitalizing a basic assumption of democracy: honest political 
leadership that despises the easy road to popularity and insists 
on focusing attention on reality and truth, however distasteful. 
Unless the great political parties and their spokesmen assume re- 
sponsibility for educating and guiding the people with constant 
candor, how can we be sure that majority rule will meet the test 
of these searching times?
